."You, Mr. Editor, complain of 
the absence of constructive cri- 
ticism In W's letter; perhaps you 
io not realise that since 1046, 
oth In the papers, on the plat~ 
form, in Council, there have been 
floods of really constructive criti- 
cism of Government and all its 


_ways. What has been the result? 


Merely an outpouring of -soft 
soap, which, like the action of 
the snake on its victim, leaves 
objectors pera disgust 
and a feellng of impotent wrath. 


You ask for constructive sug: 
estions, An. obvious one: le 
jovernment charge a $5 stamp 
oh every registration card taken 
qut. Expense of this tax, nil: re- 
yenue $10,000,000. A concession 
might, be made to genuine ree 
sidente of not less than two yaars, 
by charging $2 to them and $5 to 
others. Compare this revenue and 
expense of collection with the 
proposed ridiculous Neon tax. 
Here the estimated revenue Is 
put at about $250,000 and look at 
the army of inspectors mecded to 
ameosure up the moss of Neco 
signs In the Central and Eastera 
districts. What glorious oppore 
tunities for squeeze the tax holds 
out! 


The Registration Card tax has 
additional advantage of reaching 
eyerybody who has the privilege 
of residing in Hong Kong and not 
allowing the wealthy. refugecs, 
“by ways that are dark" to dodge 
it and leave it to the unfortunate 
40,000 to pay up. 


Another tax, casily, collected, is 
one on cvery person registered in 
ony hotel or boarding house that, 
by reason of being a post-war 
one, docs not come under the 
Control Act. This would get at 
these places which have the 
audacity to charge up to $80 a 
day for a room. 


The reply of .Goycrnment to 
any suggestion scems to be the 
difficulty of collection, Neither of 
these two presents any difMfculty 
or expense whatever — unlike 
-most-of-tho-pres¢ent. taxes.

Regulations 
on trade — 
with Japan 


Three sets of “regulatione 
governing trade’ with: Japan 
were made by the Governor- 
In-Council yesterday. ; 

Trade with persons in Japan 
has been previously permitted to 
a limited. extent:only. 

One of the three sots of new 
regulations authorises trade with. 
stich persons without restriction 
except where it concerns Jap- 
gnese property’ and property 
rights in Hong Kong at the date 
of the new order, 

“The new order also does , not 
apply to property . (which Ins 
eludes income) arising now or in 
future from such: property. 

“It also permits the transfer or 
nilotment of sccurities to in- 
dividuals or bodies of persons in 
Japan, It, revoked 
corlier orders which authorlsed 
limited trade. 7 

The second set of regulations 
amends. the. Trading . ‘with — the 
Enemy (Custodian) Order so thot 
its provisions cease to apply to 
money remitted to, persons in 
Japan.

-Rotoflo— ‘shock absorber. 


Amongst the more notable 
post-war developments in 
shock absorber design has 
been the introduction of a 
new technique as represented 
by the Rotoffo, in which dam- 
ping effect is obtained by the 
‘Tesistance to flow of. a plastic 
filling in place of the more 
familiar friction or hydraulic 
means, 

Recently, a new type of Roto- 
flo known as the G.l has been 
introduced with the- object of 
widening still further the scope 
of these shock absorbers, 

This model fs an addition to 
the range and.does not supersede 
the original A type, which con- 
tinues to be more suitable for 
certain purposes. 

As before, the entire casting is 
filled under pressure with unvul- 
canised synthetic rubber (buta- 
diene. styrene copolymer to the 
technically minded—or just plain 
“Goo” to Rotoflo operatives) and 
the damping effect is obtalned by 
_arranging suitable_means to _key_ 
“this filling to the fixed outer 
casing on the one hand and ‘to 
the rotor on--the other, so that, 
when the latter Is moved by sus- 
pension .deficctlons, displacement 
of the plastic rubber scts up the 
desired resistance, 

In the new G.1 type, which is 
designed for the  wider-spaced 
mounting bolts common on post- 
war ‘cars (with 33% ‘ins. between 
centres in place of the 2% ins. 
of the A.I), advantage has been 
taken of the extra space avallable 
to incorporate a bearing at each 
end of the rotor and to modify 
the damping characteristics in 
conformity with the soft suspen- 
sion of post-war cars. This has 
been done by providing increased 
clearances between the rotor and 
the outer casing of the unit. 


Maximum resistance 

As will be appreciated, even 
unvulcanised rubber has some 
clasticity and this menns_ that, 
initially, a:small amount of un- 
damped: movement takes place, 
after which the resistance builds 
up rapidly to a maximum, 

The G type therefore provides 
that slightly. greater. amount of 
virtually frec initlal movement 
suited ‘to the requirements, of 


softly sprung cars. In the Al, 
on the other hand, damping com- 
mences practically instantancous- 
ly, as is necessary © with. the 
smaller deflections and higher 
Periodicity characteristic of the 
old-style suspension. iS 

A further point is thet the G.t 
Is less sensitive to adjustment, 
which, as before; ts effected by 
means of an adjusting screw in 
the rotor end, which incre: 
decrenses the internal pre: 

This makes it less adaptable ‘as 
a replacement unit for a wide 
variety of cars, but more sult- 
able; by. reason of. tts other char- 
acteristics, as original equipment 
for new cars or us a replacement 
unit in certain specific cases, 

Advice on the most appropriate 
type for any particular car is 
obtainable — from the makers, 
Universal Dampers, Litd., Cran- 
more Boulevasd, Shirley, Bir- 
mingham. The conversion, once
